2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, specifically Morton et. al. (USPN 929,154), teaches a label attacher 
with an adapter (11), adapter support member (3), and an adapter fixing member (14) 
wherein the fixing member is formed around a circumference of the adapter, configured 
to fix the adapter together with the adapter support member, wherein the outer surface 
of the adapter support member has a plurality of recessed and projected portions. The 
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prior art however fails to teach an adapter support member wherein the projected 
portions contact the inside surface of the adapter to secure the adapter between the 
adapter support member and the adapter fixing member in combination with the other 
limitations of the claims.
